pen to rede oꝛ here it. But diners men 
rather ſcoꝛmyng the benefite than retey⸗ 
ulng it thankkullp, do ſhewe them ſel⸗ 
kes offended as they late) with my 
ſtrange termes. Other finding in mp 
bookes the thing diſpꝛeiſed, which thet 
do commende in vſpng it. Like a galde 
hoꝛſe abidynge no plaiſters, be alwate 
gnappyng and kyckyng at ſuche exam- 
ples and ſentences, as thei doe keele 
ſharpe oꝛ dot bite them, accomptyng to 
be in me no littell pzeſumpcton, that J 
Wyll in notyng other mens vices, coz⸗ 
rect Magnificat, ſens other muche wp⸗ 
ſer men and better lerned than J, doe 
fo:beare to wate any thynge. And 
Whiche ie warſe than all this: Some 
will malicton{{p diume 62 contecte,that 


J ite to the intent to rebuke ſome 
perticular perſone, coucttyng to bzyng 
my warkes and afterwarde me into the 
indignation o ſome man in auttoꝛiter. 
Thus vnthaikefully is my benekite 
retei⸗ 
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The pꝛoheme⸗ 
reteiued my good will conſumed, and 
all mp labours deuoured. Such is of 
ſome men the nature ſerpentine, that 
lappyng ſweete milke thei cannerte it 
kooꝛth with in to poyſon, to diſtroie 
him, of whoſe liberalitee thet late had 
rereiued it. Howe incomparably be 
theſe men vnlpke to the moſt excellent 
pꝛinte, our mad dere ſoueraigne loꝛde: 
whoſe moſt rotall perſone J hartily bes 
feche god to pꝛeſerue in longe life and 
honour. Dis highneſſe benignely re- 
tevuwnge my booke, whiche J named 
the Gouernour, in the redyng therof 


. ſoone percepned , that J intended to

Dis grace alſo percetued, that 
th:ough ont the booke there was no 
terme newe made by me ok a latine oz 
krenche woꝛde, but it is there declared 
ſo plainly by one mene oꝛ other to a di⸗ 
ligent reder, that no ſentence is ther by 
made derke oꝛ harde to beonderſtande. 
Ne the ſharpe and quicke ſentences, oz 
the rounde and plaine examples let out 
in the verſes of Llaudiane the poete, 
in the ſeconde booke , oz in the chapi⸗ 
ters of Aﬀabilitee, Beneuolente, Be⸗ 
neficence, and of the diuerſitee ol klate⸗ 
rers, and in diuers other plates, in a⸗ 
ny parte offended his highnes: but as 
it was by credible perſones repoꝛted 
bnto me) his grace not onely toke it in 
the better parte, but alſo with pꝛintely 
woꝛdes full of maieſtee, commended 
mp diligence, ſimplicitee and courage, 


in that J ſpared none aſtate in the re⸗ 


bukpng of vice: which woꝛdes ful of ve

rpnobilitee bꝛought bnto mp remem⸗ 
b:ance the vertuous Emperour Anto⸗ 
nine, talled foꝛ his wildome Antonine 
the philoſophier, who on a tyme he⸗ 
rynge, that there was in the citee of 
Nome a playne and rude perſone, whl⸗ 
che alwate ſpake in the rebuke ot all 
men, and neuer p2aiſed anp man: he 
ſent to hym, requiryng that he wolde 
come and ſpeake with hym. And whan 
he was come, the Emperour had theſe 
wooꝛdes vnto hym. My frende,wher- 
in haue J euer offended the? The fe- 
low therwith ſoꝛe abaſſhed, anſwered 
in this wiſe . Sir pour hyghnes neuer 
offended me, that J am ware ok. 
Than art thou (ſayde the Emperour) 
an vncurtoypſe ſubiecte, that thou haſk 
ſo longe diſſembled with me, not tel- 
lyng vnto me my kaultes. And after 
the Emperour retepned hym ſkill, gy⸗ 
uyng vnto hym dowble wages, com- 
maundynge bym to ple his olde liber -

fee. And whan dyuers men mervay- 
led therat he afarmed openly, that pꝛin 
tis vices were ſooner eſpied by other 
menthan by them ſelkes: and that there 
was muche more difticultee in remem⸗ 
bꝛyng them of their vice oꝛ lacke, than 
in extollvng and commendpnge their 
vertues. So well did this moſte no⸗ 
ble Emperour tconſider, that his ex⸗ 
aumple mought be mo2e pꝛokitable vn⸗ 
to the publyke weale ofthe citee, than 
any other thynge in his perlone oꝛ dig⸗ 
nitie. 
In lyke wiſe our moſke dere ſoue⸗ 
raygue loꝛde perfectly knew, that no 
Wzitar ought to bee blamed, whiche 
w2iteth neither fo2 hope oftemporall 
rewaͤrde, noꝛ fo2 any pꝛiuate diidaigne 
oꝛ malice, but onely of feruent zele to- 
warde good greupacion and vertue. 
Perdie man is not pet ſo confpzmed 
in grace, that he can not ſynne. And 
4 luppole no pꝛince thpnketh hym ſelfe 
to

to be crempte from moꝛtalitee. And 
fo: as muche as he ſhall haue mo acca⸗ 
ſions to fall, he ought to haue the mo 
friendes , oꝛ the mo2e inſtruction to 
warnehym. And as fo2 my parte J 
tkteſones do pꝛoteſt, that in no boke of 
my makyng J haue intended to touche 
moꝛe one man than an nother. Fo2 
there be Gnathos in Spayne, as well 
as in Grete, Paſquilles in Englande 
as well as in Rome, Dioniſes in Gers 
manie as well as in Sitile, Zarpo- 
crates in Fraunce as well as Jegypt, 
Ariſtippus in Scotlande as well as in 
Lyrena, Platos be fewe, and them 
I doubte where to fpnde., And if men 
wyll ſeke foꝛ them in Englande, wit . 
che J ſette in other places, J tan not 
lette them. J knowe well rnoughe, 
dpuers doe delpte to haue they: gar- 
mentes ok the kacion ok other coun⸗ 
trepes, and that whiche is moſte 
playne, is vnpleaſant: but yet it dothe

happen ſometyme, that one man be⸗ 
pnge in auttozitie, o2 fauour of his 
pꝛinte, beynge ſeene to weare ſome 
thyng of the olde kation: foꝛ the ſtrange⸗ 
nes therof it is taken bp ageine with 
many good felowes. What J dooe 
meane, euery wple man perteiueth. 
Touchynge the title of my booke, J 
conſidered , that wiſedome is ſpoken 
of, much moꝛe than vled. Fo2 wher- 
in it reſteth, fewe men bee ſure. The 
commune opinion is into thꝛee partes 
deuided. DYne lapeth, it is in muche 
lernynge and knowlage. An other 
affirmeth, that they, whiche dooe con- 
ducte the affapꝛes of great pꝛintis 02 
tountrepes, bee onely wile men. 
Nay ſaythe the thyꝛde, he is wyſeſt, 
that leſte dothe meddle , and can ſptte 
quietly at home, and tourne a crabbe, 
and looke onelp bnto his owne buſp⸗ 
neſſe. Yowe thei, whiche bee of the 
fyꝛſte opinion, bee alwate at variance,

Fo: ſome doe chieflie extoll the ſtudie 
of holic ſcripture (as it is rcaſon but 
while thei doe wꝛeſt it to agree with 
their wylles, ambition, oꝛ vaine glo - 
rie, oł the moſte noble and deuoute ler⸗ 
nyng, they do endeuour them to make 
it ſeruile and full of contencion. Some 
doe pꝛekferre the ſfudie of the lawes 
of this realme, callzng it the onely 
ſtudie of the publike weale. But a 
great numbze of perſones , whiche 
haue couſumed in fute moze than 
the value of that, that thei ſued foꝛ, 
in their angre do cal it a commune de- 
triment. All though vndoubtedly the 
the verie ſelfe lawe trewelp p2actiſed, 
palſeth the lawes of all other coun⸗ 
treies. In thinkyng on theſe ſond2ie 
opinions, J happened fo2 my retre⸗ 
ation to reade in the booke of Laer⸗ 
tius the life of Plato, and beholdpng 
the aunſwere that he made to kynge 
Dionyſe, at the firſte ſighte it ſeemed

to me to be verie diſſolute and lackyng 
the modeſtie, that belonged to a philo⸗ 
ſopher: but whan J had better crami⸗ 
ned it, therein appered that, whiche is 
beſt woꝛthie to be talled wiſedome. 
VWherfo:e to exerciſe my witte, and to 
auoide Idelnes, J toke my penne, and 
aſſapde, how? in erp:eſipng my cons 
teite, J mought pꝛokite to them, which 
without diſdeine 02 enuie wolde okten 
times reade it. If any man will thinke 
the booke to be verie longe, let him con⸗ 
ſider, that knowlage of wiſcdome tan 
not be ſho2tip declared. All be it of 
them, which be well willing, it is ſoone 
Ifrned: In good faithe ſooner than 
Pzimero oz Gleeke : Suche is the 
ffrange pꝛopꝛetit of that excellent cun- 
nynge, that it is ſooner lerned, than 
taught, and better by a mans reaſon 
than by an inſtruttour. Finally, ik the 
reders ok mp warkts, by the noble ex⸗ 
ample of our moſte dere ſoueraigne 
lo2de,

loꝛde, do iullly and loupngly interpꝛete 
my labours, J durynge the reſidue of 
my life, woll nowe and than ſet foo2the 
ſuch frutes of my ſtudie, p2ofitable as 
I truſt) vnto this my countreie. And 
leupng malicious reders with their in- 
curable furie , J will fate vnto god the 
wooꝛdes of the Latholike Thurche in 
the kooke of Sapience : To knowe the 
good loꝛde is pertecte Juſtice, And to 
kn owe thy Juſtice and vertue is the 
very roote of Immoꝛtalitee: And ther- 
in is the knowlage, that is verie wiſe⸗ 
dome.

And 
as it were Jupiter, who (as Homere 
ſaithe with a winke made all heauen 
to ſhake, he wold with a terrible tom - 
renance ſo viſage them, whom he knew 
wold ſpeake their opinions freelp , that 
thei ſhulde dꝛeede to ſaie any thinge, 
which thet knewe thulde be contrarie 
onto his appetite. Mot withſtandyng 
on a time he willes me to declare in 
his pꝛeſente the maieſtie of a kynge, and 
bowe muche he erceiled and was a- 
bout the aſtate of any other perſone: 
which requeſt J gladly herde, thinking 
to haue had good opoꝛtunitie to warne 
him of his blindnelle and folie. Ther⸗ 
foe J began to commende the perfect 
image oꝛ figure of god, whiche was 
manitfefe in the aſtate of a kyng, who 
ruled him ſelke and his people foz 
the vntucrſall weale of them all.

And interruptyng my 
wooꝛdes, ſaied vnto me: This is a tale 
of olde fooles, that can not be otherwiſe 
occupied, And J aunſwered agapne, 
that thoſe wooꝛdes of his, ſauoꝛed of 
Ly:annie. ARIS. J meruaile Pla⸗ 
to, thasthou ſpakeſt, ſo vnamſedly: J 
doe meane, ſens thou kneweſt well 
inough kyng Dioniſe nature and diſpos 
ſitid, that thou perteiuing him to be mes

well as fo2 that, we ſhall reaſon ther⸗ 
of hertafter. Finally J was well aut- 
led what J wolde ſpeaks: but nowe 
will J tell furthe mp tale, what hapned 
akterwarde to me. 
C Sir the kynge beyng inflamed with 
kur ie, furtywith wolde haue ſlaine me. 
Wut being intreated impoꝛtunatelp bp 
Dion and Aruſtomenes, he withdzewe 
his ſentence, not withſtandyng to the 
intente that He wolde be aucnged, he 
gaue me to Polidis, who was than 
Ambaſſadour ſente to hym krom the 
TLatedemonians. Veho had me with 
hym to Aegina, and there ſolde me. 
Nowe a littell befoze there was an oꝛz⸗ 
dinance made in that Countrie, that if 
anp man of Athenes came into that 
Ile, be ſhoulde immediately loſe his 
beads: whiche o;dinance was made 
by Lharmander than beinge capitaine 
of that countraie, who efpipng me, and 
kno⸗

knowyng vho J was, tauſed me fo be 
appzehended and brought onto the 
place of judgement, requiring that on 
me his ſaid oꝛdinante moucht be put in 
exetution. Whervnto J made no de⸗ 
fence, but takpng myne aduenture pa⸗ 
tientlp, and contemnyng deth, as it be⸗ 
tame me, J abode my ſudgement. At 
the laſf one, either in deſpite, oꝛ of pur 
pole to ſaue therby my life, ſpeking os 
penly, and with a loude voyce, ſayde to 
Tharmander and the Judges: The 

2dinice,if it be wel perteiued, is made 
againſt men of Athenes: but Plato 
(that is here) is a philoſopher. Wyhiche 
woꝛdes, as it hapned, were well taken 
and laughed at of all them that were 
pꝛeſent. And therwith thei diſcharged 
me of the ſaide penaltie. all be it fo: 
the hoſtilitee that was than betweene 
them and Athenes, thei wolde not lette 
me freely departe, but decreed, chat J 
ſhulde efteſoones be ſolde. There hap- 
IS ttt ned 
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ned fo be at that time Aniceris, whiche 
dwclieth at Upꝛengs, a man well ler- 
ned, who paied foꝛ me. xx. li. and furth- 
with delmerpnge to me his ſeruant, 
whom thon beholdiſt here, hath ſent me 
as thou ſetſt home to my tomitrei: The 
garmentes that J weare, he that 
bonght me and Polidts,toke from one 
of his ſlaues, and gaue them vnto me, 
whan he had taken from me myne ap 4 
paraile , that J bꝛought out of Sicile : 
whiche as thou knoweſt, was right ho⸗ 
neſt and competent . Not withſtanding 
neither the craeltee of kyng Dioniſe, 
no: the malicious decree of the Aegint- 
tes monght remone imp courage from 
vertue and truthe, no moꝛe than the 
twile ſellyng of me, noꝛ this vile habite 
of a ſlaut oꝛ bondeman male chaunge 
mine altate oꝛ condition. 

C But now Ariſtippus, J will anſwere 
thee to that, wherem thou lemeſt to 
blame me of impꝛudente oꝛ lightnes:

Fo? if J 
had not replied vnto him, J had lekte 
that vndetlared, whiche he requircy ta 
knowe, whiche by is nne wordes, 
as by an example in other artes 62 {1 
ences, Was plainely let ont and er pꝛel⸗ 
ſed. And like wile as J kuewe, that he 
was impacient and true: io maze cer- 
tatnely J knewe, that hechad no power 
to indamage my ſoule, by whoſe opcra- 
cio I was cailed a wiic man. And ik 
J ſhulde haue holden my peace than, it 
ſhulde haue bene fo2 keare of damage, 
whiche mought happen by his impaci⸗ 
ente and crueltee towarde my bodice, 
than ſhulde J haue woued my lelke to 
haue hen a foole and a wiſe man, that 
J had not holden wy peace at the be- 
ginnyng, and than ſhulde kynge Dio - 
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nyſe have lounde no cauſe to haue taken 
diſpleſur e. Wut lens he deſired to know, 
if I were a wile man, and fo2 that opt- 
nion, that he had in me, he fauo2ed me: 
And allo thou doeſt confeſle , that my 
deſtription of a kynge by [1s definict- 
on, and alſo by comparyng him to his 
contrarte, tontemed that knowlage, 
wherm tis wiſedome: nowe remained 
nothyng, bi't operation to pꝛoue me to 
be a wiſe mag. Wherkoꝛe tontemnyng 
02 littell regardyng that vaine fearc, 
to bꝛynge kynge Dponiſe ts knowlage, 
whiche he deſpꝛed, declared, that my 
mynde was ntt ſubiecte to coꝛpoꝛall 
paſſions, and cenſequently not to ſent 
ſuall affections, Which monght haue in⸗ 
tenſed oꝛ ſtered mito ſpeake that thing: 
that mought haut picaſcd kynge Dio⸗ 
nyſe appetite, whiche was coꝛrupte and 
vicious, hoppng to haue had thereby 
pꝛekerment and ſingular fayour : Ind 
herem began the operation, whiche 
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agreed with my ſalde knowlage . And 
afterwarde by takyng libertee from 
me, and makyng mc a ſlaue, he nioꝛe des 
clared my woꝛdes to be true, and ther⸗ 
by had the larger erample, wherby he 
mought the better haut knowen hyrr 
lelfe. And after whanhe herde as J 
doubte —_ that he hath) howe con- 
ffantiy J contemncd the perill that J 
was in, ol my lite at Egina: he mought 
ell perteiue, that operation in pati⸗ 
ence to 1 with my knowlage, Ind 
therby he had Cully all that knowlage of 
me, wher fore he delired to ſe me. Where 
tohntrariwiſe, if J ſhulde haue holden 
* my prare,as well my comyng to kynge 
Dionmpyſr had bene fruſtrate and vayne, 
and his gentyll deſire had bene vnſatts- 
fied, as alſo by my ſilfce beyng thought 
(as reaion Was that J ſhulde bee to 
be ſubdued either with kere 02 affection: 
I ſhuld leeme to tondemne mine owne 
doctrine; wherkoze J ſhoulde be demed 
' bis 
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vnwoꝛthy that good opinion, that kyng 
Dionyſe had of me. AR 1. Well Bla- 
fo, in ſuche experience of wiſedome J 
wyll not folowe thee, Þ L 2. Zherfoze 
whan any aduerſitet hall happen vnto 
thee, as J ſuppoſt thou haſt not foꝛtune 
locked faſte in a coffar no moꝛe than 
had Lreſus the riche kynge of Lydia: 
foꝛ all that he thought, that all goddes 
and men were his kriendes, and pet 
was he openly bourned by CTpꝛus, 
whom he littell feared. Thou ſhalt fecle 
both adterſitee and greele, æ alſo make 
thy ſoule ſubiette vnto thy ſenſes, Wher⸗ 
of what doeth folowe , thou doſt pet re⸗ 
membꝛe what we haue alredie d!icuſ- 
ſed. Where J o2 any other by the lated 
knowlage and operacion therunto ioig⸗ 
ned, ſhalbe ſo armed againſt aduerſitee 
that what ſo euer the bodie keeleth, pet 


the very man, whiche is the ſoule, kee⸗ 


leth no difcaſe, oꝛ as J mought fate, 
is neuer mameted, but is euer intiere 
, und 
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and in his true pꝛopoꝛtion and figure: 
that is to ſate, like bnto God. And ab 
ſo ſhall haue the pꝛite, that he hath de⸗ 
ſerued, by vanguiſhyng of his adi.cr- 
ſarie, that is to ſaie, coꝛpoꝛall diſeaſe o: 
aduerlitee. But nowe Ariſtippus, ſens 
by any thynge that hath hapned J ne- 
uer fell from that place in the line of 
oꝛder, wherin God had ſet me, but my 
mynde was ever in one fate and con⸗ 
dicion, ani there as it was at mp com⸗ 
myng into Sictile, there it hath hither⸗ 
to euer continued, matelt thou reaſo⸗ 
nably laie, that J was euer loſte, in ſo 
muche as J was neuer transkoꝛmed 
oꝛ out of that aſtate, where in a wiſe 
man ought alwaie to be? ARIS. Mo 
in good faith, as it now ſemeth. p LA. 
What ſaieſt thou than by kynge Dio⸗ 
nyſe? Whom inſtructyng to knowe 
hym ſelfe, J thus much diſpleaſed, and 
in ſtede of thanke and pꝛekerment, hath 
rewarded me wich danger and bon- 
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dagez? ARI. On my faithe I thinke, 
that he hath bothe loſte him ſelfe, by rc- 
fuſyng the ſaide knowlag , wherby he 
fhoulde haue bene detiuered from the 


[aide transfo nacton, and alſo he hath 


moſte foolifhiy loſte the Plato, in put⸗ 
tyng the from hym, which by thy cow 
latle ſhuldeſt haue ben to hym lo ropall 
a treaſure, and the ſame dooc J thinke 
alio of Bolides the ambaſſadour , and 
ofthe Egenites. p L A. Gramertie A- 
riſtippus koꝛ thy gentill audiente: now 
be we come to the towne, and hauc 
made a good ende bothe ok our tourney 
and alſo of our tommimucacion. ARI. 
Fare well Plato , and fo: myparte J 
wolde not haue lacked it fo2 the hoꝛſe 
that J rydc on. And to ſaie the truthe, 
it hach made nic to change lomewhat of 
mine olde opinion PL a, EZhenerte 
tyme that we mete Jwyll make thee to 
change all, if thou wilt here and abide 
reaſon,
